THE FRATERNITY IS 
A WAY OF LIFE 


The social fraternities at Carolina have played an integral 
part in the lives of their members and in the general environment 
of the University since 1851. They offer the individual a means 
by which to mold and enrich his life at college, yet these advan- 
tages can be found only through the individual’s initiative. It is 
he who must decide whether or not his experience at the Univer- 
sity will reap the benefits of the Fraternity System. With this 
in mind this booklet has been prepared to enable the freshmen 
to explore the merits of our System. 


Scholarship: 


Certainly, the prime purpose of college is to further one’s 
education, and it is to this end that the Fraternity System and 
the Interfraternity Council are earnestly dedicated. In order to 
participate in Rush and to be considered for membership in a 
fraternity, a freshman must have compiled at least a eee 
(2.00) average. This minimum requirement at the onset helps 
emphasize the scholastic responsibility that “every member ‘of 
a fraternity has to himself and to his house. Beyond the in- 
dividual’s scholastic requirements, the fraternity itself now has 
academic responsibility as a result of an I.F.C. decision this 
year. Any fraternity whose house average falls below a 2.00 
average for two consecutive semesters will be placed on social 
probation by the LF.C. Court. 

The Interfraternity Council encourages scholastic excellence 
and a competitive scholastic spirit by sponsoring two trophies. 
One is awarded to the house with the highest average, this 
year Delta Upsilon. The other trophy is for scholastic improve- 
ment which went to St. Anthony Hall this fall. The all fraternity 
average has been consistently higher than the all men’s in the 


past years. Last year, the all fraternity average was a commend- 
able 2.318.

It offers the entire University 
a Monday paper, and the members of fraternities and sororities 
an excellent opportunity to make an important contribution to 
the Carolina community. 
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Rushing Rules—Fall and Spring 
Semesters 1967-68 


(Abridged and condensed for benefit of rushees) 


There shall be no formal rushing of students until the second, or 
spring semester. The exact date of formal rushing shall be de- 
termined by the Interfraternity Council, and it shall not begin prior 
to the seventh day of classes of the spring semester. 


Only those students who have been officially enrolled in and in 
residence at the University for a period of one or more semesters, 
excluding summer school, and who have maintained an academic 
average of C (2.00) or better during their enrollment shall be 
eligible for pledging. 

(a) Any student who has been officially enrolled at the University 
for one or more semesters, excluding summer school, may 
participate in rushing. 

(b) Once a student has completed the requirements of this section, 
he may be informally rushed and pledged at any time, except 
in the case that he shall have completed them for the first 
time in a fall semester that has not been concluded. 


(c) Hereinafter, any student who has not yet completed these re- 
quirements shall be referred to as a prospective rushee. 


(d) The requirements of this section shall not apply to a student 
of junior standing or above, except that he shall have on record 
at the University an academic average of C (2.00) or better 
to be eligible for pledging; and he shall not be considered a 
prospective rushee in the sense defined above. 


(e) A transfer student who has completed one credited semester 
with a 2.00 average will be eligible for rush as an exception 
of the above. 


From 8:00 a.m. on the date of the first orientation meeting of the 
Fall Semester until the official close of school for the Christmas and 
New Year holiday, except for the period of the Thanksgiving holi- 
day, as restricted in Section 5, from the period covering from 12:00 
midnight Sunday until 12:00 noon Friday there shall exist between 
fraternity men and prospective rushees a strict silence. During this 
silence, no fraternity men, fraternity alumnus, bull pledge, or other 
fraternity agent (including those men who have been dropped from 
a fraternity for failure to make a C average) shall in any way 
entertain, engage in social conversation or correspond with directly 
or indirectly a prospective rushee, except to exchange a formal 
salutation. During the period covering from 12:00 noon Friday 
until 12:00 midnight Sunday the relationships between fraternity 
and/or fraternity men and prospective rushees shall be subject to 
the following limitations: 


(a) No prospective rushee shall be received in a fraternity house 
or property. 


(b) No prospective rushee shall be entertained at an official fratern- 
ity party, except at those held by the LF.C. 

(c) No prospective rushee shall be entertained by a fraternity man 
in any way whatsoever. 


(d) No fraternity man shall reside with a freshman. 


4. From 8:00 a.m. of the first day of classes after the Christmas and 
New Year holiday until the conclusion of forma] rushing, with the 
exception of the period between 12:01 a.m. of the next to last day 
of scheduled examinations and 8 a.m. of the day of resumption of 
classes for the second semester, there shall exist between fraternity 
men and prospective rushees a strict silence. During this silence, 
no fraternity man, fraternity alumnus, bull pledge, or other fratern- 
ity agent (including those men who have been dropped from a 
‘fraternity for failure to make a C average) shall in any way 
entertain, engage in social conversation, or correspond with directly 
or indirectly a prospective rushee, except to exchange a formal 
salutation. 


0. Rushing during the summer, the Thanksgiving holiday, the Christ- 
mas and New Year holiday, and the semester break shall be subject 
only to the following limitations: 

(a) No party for prospective rushees shall be held on fraternity 
property. 

(b) Prospective rushees entering the University in the fall shall 
not visit fraternity houses during the summer and _ holidays 
stated above. 


6. The following rules shall apply to the formal rushing period, estab- 
lished according to Section 1 of this article: 

(a) Each rushee must visit each fraternity from which he has 
received an invitation on the established rushing hours during 
the first and second day of the formal rushing period. 

(b) Only soft drinks, sandwiches, cookies, cigarettes, and hors d’ 
oeuvres may be served to rushees during the formal rushing 
period. 

(c) No women other than housemothers shall be allowed in fra- 
ternity houses during the formal rushing period. 


7. The Interfraternity Council Court shall be authorized to provide 
for the inspection of fraternity houses and other areas necessary 
in order to enforce Sections 1 through 6 of this article. This Court 
shall likewise be authorized to interpret these sections should ques- 
tions concerning them arise and to try all cases arising from viola- 
tions of these sections. This Court shall further have the power to 
impose penalties, as limited hereinafter, upon convicted violators 
of these sections, and to see that these penalties are enforced. 


8. Penalties imposed by the Interfraternity Council Court upon con- 
victed violators of Sections 1 through 6 shall be limited as follows: 


(a) A convicted fraternity shall automatically suffer the loss of 
social privileges for the remainder of the semester in which 
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it is convicted and for the fall semester of the succeeding year. 
The Interfraternity Council Court shall rule on this penalty 
in the case of extenuating circumstances. 


(b) A convicted fraternity shall automatically be subjected to a 
fine of not less than fity ($50.00) or more than five hundred 
dollars ($500.00), as determined by the Interfraternity Council 
Court; this fine shall be paid to the Interfraternity Council 
treasury. 

(c) A convicted fraternity may be penalized up to the point of 
not being able to pledge or initiate any person for a period 
not to exceed twelve months. 


(d) A convicted rushee shall automatically be ruled ineligible to 
pledge a fraernity for a period not to exceed six months from 
the 1st day of his eligibility for pledgeship. The Interfraternity 
Council Court shall rule on this penalty in the case of extenuat- 
ing circumstances. 


9. A rushee must not shake-up until shake-up night. 


10. Shake-up is the act of a fraternity man or agent thereof attempting 
to cause a rushee to commit himself to that fraternity as a future 
pledge. 

11. No agreement between a fraternity and a rushee made before 
Wednesday night shall be considered binding in any way, shape 
or form.

Pledge Traming: 


Much misunderstanding exists among freshmen and their 
parents concerning pledge training. Many imagine pledge train- 
ing as a time of mental and physical hazing. Here at Carolina 
hazing is not allowed by the Interfraternity Council or by the 
University administration. For the most part pledge training 
consists of definite, constructive jobs in the houses and the com- 
munity. Constructive pledge training teaches discipline. Without 
discipline character will never come of age. Also, pledge train- 
ing is a great developer of responsibility. Responsibility stimu- 
lates the lackadaisical, inspires the faint-hearted, and gives the 
disorganized a sense of direction. Pledge training is a teaching 
device used to develop responsibility and to acquire maturity 
in pledges. 
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The Interfraternity Council 
Regulations On Hazing 


A. Public Display shall consist of: 
1. Any form of public disturbances. 
2. Scavenger hunts. 
3. Ridiculous costumes. 


4. “Rides” such as are employed by many fraternities during “Hell 
Week.” 


5. Trips which may involve disturbance to outside parties or 
which may result in. publicizing pledge training or initiation of 
pledges of any University of North Carolina fraternity. 


6. Parades and any other such humiliating public displays or 
disturbances. 


B. Physical Abuse: shall be interpreted to mean any practice which 
is detrimental to the health and well-being of a pledge. 


1. Internal abuse is defined as giving a pledge any food, mixture, 
or substance designed to provoke nausea. 


2. External abuse is defined as any practice which inflicts physical 
pain on a pledge, or which might seriously affect his health, 
such as “paddling,” “branding,” dropping eggs on pledges, 
forcing pledges to sit on cakes of ice, and any other games 
which might result in illness or injury to a pledge. 


C. Scholastic Interference: shall consist of any practice putting pledges 
in the position of being unable to attend or properly prepare 
themselves for classes, including all-night walks, all-night work 
details, sleeping on floors, and other such practices. 


No work details, duties, or errands of a constructive nature or a 
nature in no way destructive, or participation in intramural ath- 
letics or other extra-curricular activities shall under this rule be 
classed as hazing. 


D. Moral indignities: shall be defined as action which by its ethical, 
moral, and social implications when viewed in the light of 
socially accepted standards of right and wrong, creates in the 
individual a feeling of humiliation and/or disgrace. 


Hazing, as defined above, is hereby declared illegal, and it shall 
be the duty of the Interfraternity Council Court to try individual 
fraternities for violations. A fine of one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
is the suggested minimum penalty.
